Welcome to Yukon. 
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Historic adventure on the narroy. 


It is generally conceded by Yukon 
historians that two engineering mira- 
cles have taken place within the territ- 
ory since the Klondike Gold Rush of 
1898. One, of course, was the construc- 
tion of the Alaska Highway during 
World War II. The other was the build- 
ing of the White Pass and Yukon Rail- 
way at the turn of the century. 

When the gold stampeders arrived 
at the end of the Lynn Canal in 1897-98, 
they found they had a choice of two 
mountain passes for their trek to the 
headwaters of the Yukon River. The 
Chilkoot Pass out of Dyea, Alaska was 
longer, though not as steep as the 


White Pass which began at the townof ~ 
Skagway. Most of the stampeders --. 


selected the Chilkoot. 

While the hoards of gold seekers 
struggled over the arduous slopes, a 
wealthy British businessman, Sir 
Thomas Tancrede was in Skagway 
examining the best route over which a 
railway to the interior could be con- 
structed. He reconnoitered the passes 
and concluded that they were both too 
rugged for railway construction. He 
was preparing to return in failure to 
London when he chanced to meet an 
independent Canadian railroad con- 
tractor, Michael Heney who was in the 
north for the same reasons. 

Heney, known as the Irish Prince, 
had a reputation for constructing rail- 
ways where it was seemingly impossi- 
ble and it was with Heney that Tan- 
crede made a second trip to the forbid- 
ding mountain passes to examine the 
overwhelming obstacles. 

The Irish Prince could foresee no 
difficulty at all in constructing a rail- 
road over the mountains. Indeed, his 
only concern was the expense of the 
blasting work that would be required. 

Heney chose the White Pass route 
over the Chilkoot because the route 
was shorter, reasoning that less blast- 
ing would be required. 

At a time when virtually every rail- 
road in the country was converting to 
standard gauge track, Heney decided 
to construct the new northern railroad 
with narrow gauge, as the narrow 
gauge track required only 15 feet of 
rail bed while standard track needed 
23 feet. If every foot had to be blasted 
out of solid granite, the narrow gauge 
would be considerably cheaper to 
build. 

Thus, three independent construc- 
tion companies were organized as the 
track would begin in Alaska, pass 
through a narrow strip of the Province 
of British Columbia and terminate in 
the Yukon Territory. ‘‘Big Mike,” as 
Heney had come to be known, was the 
general contractor, Sir Thomas put up 
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WHITE PASS TRAIN at Fraser Lake, B.C. The | |

the capital and by July 21, 1898, White 
Pass engines were chugging down 
Broadway in Skagway, hauling build- 
ing supplies to rail’s-end. 

It took just over two years for con- 
struction of the railway to pass the obs- 
tacles at Miles Canyon and Whitehorse 
Rapids and this is where it stopped. 
The construction of the White Pass di- 
rectly spawned the birth of the 
Yukon’s largest city, Whitehorse. Had 
the railway gone further, as originally 
planned, the town of Whitehorse as we 
know it today would not exist. 

From those days until now the rail- 
way has remained remarkably stable 
with two exceptions. In 1906, a spur 
line was built from Whitehorse to the 
many mines located along the 
Whitehorse Copper Belt. This proved 
financially unfortunate, as copper 
prices plummetted and the railroad 
was forced to undergo a complete fi- 
nancial reorganization in 1918. 

When the men and equipment began 
pouring into the territory to construct 
the Alaska Highway, the railroad was 
found to be woefully under-powered to 
supply the demands of the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. Thus, the Army 
leased the railroad from White Pass in 
1942 and kept control of it until the war 
ended. 

The railroad that emerged at war’s 
end is essentially the same one we see 


today 
repla:

Featuring snowmobile, snowshoe and national dog team 
races, flour packing contests, local arts and crafts exhibits, 
Days of ’98 costume and beard judging contests, Sourdough 
hotcake breakfasts, can-can girls and talent shows. 


The Yukon is a fisherman’s 
paradise. Thousands of clean clear 
lakes, and mountain streams, big fish, 
and no overcrowding. 

Against a mountain backdrop in the 
midst of absolute wilderness the 
northern fisherman can be sure of 
nearly 24 hours a day of sunlight in the 
summer, and plenty of fighting fish to 
test his skill. 

There is a wide scope for both the 
avid angler and the ocassional fisher- 
man. Daily limits are generous; up to 
20 Northern Pike, 10 Arctic Grayling, 5 
Lake Trout, 5 Dolly Varden, 5 
Kokanee, 5 Rainbow Trout, 2 
Steelhead, and 2 King or Coho Salmon, 
may be taken. 

Good fishing is found throughout the 
territory, even close to campgrounds 
and lodges along the highways. For 
those who want complete seclusion, 
fly-in charters are readily available to 
reach remote lakes where it is possible 
to reach the day’s limit in a few casts. 

Several areas also have licenced 
fishing guides whose services include 
boat, motor, and fishing gear, along 
with the priceless knowledge of where 
the giants lurk in ice-fresh water. 

Fishing licences are required but 
they are readily available in all com- 
munities and in many highway lodges. 
Everyone over the age of 16 must have 
a licence, which costs only $10 for the 
season or $3.50 for five days, for non- 
residents. All Canadians are eligible 
for the $3 resident licences good for the 
season.

The Yukon is a land of rivers: great 
wide rivers like the Yukon itself, nar- 
row twisting tumbling torrents, and 
every kind of waterway imaginable in 
between. 

There is river for everyone in the 
territory, whether your pleasure is to 
sit on a bank and idly daydream of 
snorting sternwheelers surging up- 
stream, or to drift gently down to Daw- 
son in the flow of thousands of gold- 
seekers, or to challenge the cascading 
currents in kayak or canoe. 

Visitors with their own canoes can 
travel almost anywhere in the Yukon, 
although those planning trips are ad- 
vised to use the free RCMP registra- 
tion service for their own safety. Those 
lacking equipment, can either rent 
canoes and other gear, or take one of 
the guided canoe trips offered by sev- 
eral outfits in the Yukon. 

Naturally the most famous, and 
most popular trip is down the Yukon to 
Dawson City, although there are a 
number of other equally safe and 
scenic routes including the Teslin bet- 
ween Johnson’s Crossing and Car- 
macks which joins the Yukon at the 
latter point. 

A number of other rivers offer grea- 
ter challenge to the experienced 
canoeist but caution should always be 
exercised because of the fluctuating 
water levels, and the often great dis- 
tance to ‘civilization’. YTG PHOT

A majestic bull moose, knee deep in

‘all Sheep atop a mountain ridge. 
ioth sights are not uncommon in the 
‘ukon where big game and a variety 
f other animal life abounds. 

Every year sportsmen from around 
he world come to the Yukon to stalk its 
ig game with camera, easel, bow, and 
run. Few leave unrewarded. The 
7ukon is one of the largest unspoiled 
yilderness areas left on the continent 
ind its stock of wildlife is plentiful and 
varied. 

Big game species include Dall 
Sheep, Woodland and Barren Ground 
Xaribou, Mountain Goats, Moose, 


wildlife 


Grizzly and Brown Bear. The hunting 
limits are generous and the trophies 
magnificent. For the bird hunter there 
is a choice of Willow, White-tailed, and 
Rock Ptarmigan, and four varieties of 
grouse. 

Hunting is permitted only during 
specially designated seasons for each 
animal, but all year round is a good 
time to see the northern fauna in its 
natural habitat. 

Non-residents may hunt in the 
Yukon only when they are accom- 
panied by a licenced big game outfit- 
ter. Each outfitter in the territory has 
his own district, and each is fully 
equipped to take the big game hunter 


on the trip of a lifetime. Most hunts are 
booked a year in advance, and the ma- 
jority last for 14 days. Some outfitters 
will take photographic expeditions 
into the back country in the off-season. 


The Yukon is also part of a major 


migratory route for waterfowl, andthe 
sportsman is offered a wide variety of 
ducks, geese, rails, coots, and snipes.

Limits on all big game animals are 
one per year, excepts for Brown Bears 
which have a limit of two in the spring 
season and one in the fall. 

For non-resident hunters the man- 
datory big game licence (which in- 
cludes game birds) costs $50 for a 
Canadian citizen or British subject 
and $100 for all other non-residents. An 
additional licence is required for 
spring bear hunting. 

Non-resident hunters must also pay 
trophy fees for any animals taken; 
these are $5 for Brown or Black Bear, 
$65 for Grizzly, and $25 for all other big 
game species. 

The Yukon itself is divided into 22 
guiding areas with one outfitter hold- 
ing exclusive rights to each area. In 
addition to the hunting areas, the 
Yukon has also several wildlife pre- 
serves and Kluane National Park 
which offer the visitor an opportunity 
to see many of the big game species in 
the wild.

Carcross 
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PEACEFUL CARCROSS, nestled among snow-peaked 
mountains on Lake Bennett, gives a glimpse into the past. 


Flip your calendar back some eighty years and take a 
walk through one of Yukon’s most quaint and charming 
communities - the tiny town of Carcross. 

Hugging the shore of Bennett Lake, surrounded by majes- 
tic snow peaked mountains, this peaceful little community 
has remained virtually unscathed by modern development. 
Very little has happened since the gold rush of 1898 to change 
its face or its mood. 

As we go from the hub of Whitehorse to the romance of 
Dawson City to the modern mining towns of Faro and Elsa, 
we could easily overlook inconspicuous little Carcross. But 
its significant touch of history, along with its large measure 
of beauty, makes it a delightful and interesting stop for any 
traveller. 

Carcross dates back to the gold rush and before that was 
known as Caribou Crossing, so named because of the herds 
of caribou which migrated through the narrows between 
Bennett and Nares Lake. 

Skookum Jim, cofounder of the Klondike gold rush, came 
from Carcross and returned there afterwards to live. His 
house still stands across the river. 

Until 1956 Carcross was a terminus for sternwheelers 
which worked the headwaters, supplying the lake country of 
southern Yukon and northern British Columbia. The largest 
of these boats, the Tutshi, now rests in drydock and has 
become a well known landmark to visitors. 

The Caribou Hotel, the oldest operating hotel in Yukon, is 
doing business today just as it did in 1911, the year it was 
built. And right next door to the hotel is Watson’s Store, built 
in 1911 by Matthew Watson. The store is heated by a wood- 
burning Yukon stove and indeed the whole place looks much 
the same as it did over 60 years ago. Carriage bolts, cough 
medicine and gold pans are among the unique items offered 
for sale. Today, Matthew Watson’s son, Bobby, runs the 


store. 
Along the edge of the lake, just outside the community, lies

rcross Cemetery, the grave markers reading like a 
Se ‘‘Who’s Who.” Here lies Skookum Jim, his partner 
Tagish Charlie, Kate Carmack and Patsy Henderson... 
names that helped make the magic of the gold rush. 

And there’s the grave of Polly, the famous Carcross parrot 
who cursed prospectors and visitors alike in the lobby of the 
Caribou Hotel. 

The story goes that a prospector left Polly at the hotel in 
1918 and set off on a vacation. The miner was lost at sea, 
some say in the tragic wreck of the Sophia on Vanderbilt 
Reef, in October of that year. Thus Polly became a perma- 
nent fixture at the Caribou and for the next 54 years held 
court at the hotel, singing opera and occasionally rattling an 
unwary visitor with a particularly earthy epithet. Polly died 
in 1972 at the age of 126 - and many Carcross residents say 
that since his death, the town just hasn’t been the same. 

Carcross is the cnly town in the Yukon with a narrow 
gauge railway running right through its center. The railway 
was built between 1298 and 1900 to serve the Klondike gold 
rush and now Carcross is a popular stop for tourists travel- 
ling from Skagway, Alaska or from Whitehorse, Yukon. 

For the visitor, the Caribou Hotel has old-fashioned rooms 
or modern accommodations and the restaurant and lounge 
are open seven daj week. Watson’s Store carries food, 
hardware, clothing, toiletries, film, souvenirs, gasoline and 
oil. There are two service stations located near the town and 
the Natasaheen Craft Shop sells fine native crafts during the 
summer months. 

There is a fine sandy beach and lots of places to explore. 
Just north of Carcross you can find what is described as the 
world’s smallest desert, the Carcross Sand Dunes. 

For the inquisitive traveller, Carcross should not be mis- 
sed.

Watson Lake 


| Watson Lake has often been referred to as the ‘‘Gateway to 
lhe Yukon”. It is the first community in Yukon reached by 
ravellers going north on the Alaska Highway. 

| Watson Lake grew from an isolated trapper outpost in 1936 
jo a thriving community in the late 30’s and when the Alaska 
Highway was routed through its centre in 1942, it became an 
mportant transportation centre anda permanent commun- 
ty. 

Fishing, boating and canoeing are rewarding pastimes 
slose at hand to the community. Wye Lake, right on Main 
Street, is well stocked with rainbow trout and there are 
dlenty of trout and grayling in the waters of Watson Lake 
tself, just two miles up the Robert Campbell Highway. 

During the summer local people get in the holiday mood by 
wearing turn-of-the-century fashions to recall Yukon’s his- 
tory. There are nightly ball games and a children’s park. At 
least one night spot has dancing and the restaurants range 
from Italian to Chinese. 

From Watson Lake travellers can travel up the Alaska 
Highway (Yukon 1) to Whitehorse and then on to the Klon- 
dike Highway (Yukon 2) leading to gold-rush country and 
Dawson; or up the Campbell Highway (Yukon 9) which 
winds through mountains to join the Klondike Highway at 
Carmacks. 


Teslin 


Teslin stretches along the Alaska Highway from mile post 
04 to 807. There is an original Indian village at the junction 
f Nisultin Bay and Teslin Lake and the community consists 
f a trading post and general store, RCMP detachment, a 

‘ukon Forestry station and missions of the Catholic and 
nglican Church. 

Gold rush relics and Indian artifacts are on display in the 
poke Johnston Museum, operated by the Teslin Historical 
ociety. 

Teslin has year round accommodation/facilities.

Whitehorse 


Whitehorse is very plainly the hub of the entire Yukon 
Territory. With over three-fifths of the Yukon’s population, 
Whitehorse is an important lifeline to all the outlying com- 
munities. 

However, this bustling northern city gained her pinnacle 
of prominence only after a long apprenticeship and for many 
years Whitehorse was just another sleepy river town. 

The town was established in the Spring of 1900, two full 
years after the stampeders scurried by on their way to the 
gold creeks at Dawson City. It is a romantic notion that 
Whitehorse was founded by argonauts who swamped their 
boats in the treacherous Whitehorse Rapids and swam to 
shore near the present train depot. The truth is that when the 
gold seekers arrived at the present townsite, it was just 
another nameless and unoccupied river bank. 

Shortly after the initial Klondike gold rush of 1897 a roving 
entrepreneur named Norman MacCauley built a horse- 
drawn tramway along the banks of the Yukon River to haul 
freight past the fast water at Miles Canyon and the Rapids at 
a point just outside the present townsite. A small community 
named Canyon City sprang up at this point and at the end of 
this line, boat docks were constructed to service the steam- 
ers that picked up the freight. At the terminus of the tram- 
way asmall town known as Closeleigh was created. But even 
this town was upstream and on the opposite side of the river

from the present townsite of Whitehorse. 

It was not until the winter of 1899-1900 that the parcel of 
land below the large plateau where the city now sits, bore 
any significance whatsoever. 

The city of Whitehorse grew as a direct result of prohibi- 
tive costs in the construction of the White Pass and Yukon 
railroad from Skagway, Alaska. Original plans called for a 
rail line beyond the point of Miles Canyon and the Rapids, 
but during that winter the railroad company announced that 
the railroad construction would be terminated near the 
riverbank, right in the center of the present townsite. 

The construction of the Alaska Highway during the Second 
World War further boosted the development of Whitehorse. 
The area population grew to 50,000 during the nine-month 
construction period in 1942. 

Whitehorse quickly assumed the role of mother hen to all 
her extrinsic chicks - the outlying communities that used her 
as a centre for shipping and supply; whether it was gold 
from the Klondike, silver from Keno, copper from the south- 
ern belt or, more recently, high grade ore from Faro. 

With the seat of government moved from Dawson City to 
Whitehorse in 1953, the growing city became the official 
capital of the Yukon. 


Whitehorse Today 


Today, Whitehorse is a major stopover point for travellers 
of the Alaska Highway, as well as a tourist destination. 
Based in Whitehorse, visitors can have the best of both 
worlds. They can indulge in the city’s night life, visit the 
historic points of interest within the city, and within a ten 
minute drive can be in the middle of the Yukon wilderness 
with good fishing, boating, and hiking. 

The city has paved streets, sidewalks, new hotels, motels, 
and shopping plazas. In short, Whitehorse offers all the 
amenities to the weary highway traveller as well as provid- 
ing a pleasant Yukon destination from which visitors can

It was the lure of mineral wealth that 
first brought large numbers of white 
men to the Yukon. Just before the turn 
of the century the cry of ‘gold’ rang out 
from the Klondike around the world. 

That cry sparked the greatest gold 
rush in the history of mankind, and al- 
though gold is no longer the first min- 
eral resource of the Yukon, mining and 
minerals have played.a foremost role 
in the development of the territory. 


rockhounding 


The amateur rockhound can still pan 
for gold in the Yukon, and no feeling on 
earth can compare to finding a little 
‘colour’ in the base of a pan. As well as" 
gold there are other less romantic, 
though no less rewarding minerals and 
crystals to search for in the Yukon. 
Among these are; Yukon diamond 
(casserite), jasper, black diamond, 
rutile, oviline, jade (nephite), obsi- 
dian, chalcedomy, amber and topaz, 
plus a wide range of base metals anda 
number of cystals including Lazulite, 
and Kulanite (named for one of the 
Yukon’s foremost prospectors). 

It’s all there for the taking, and as 
long as the visitor doesn’t become an 
inadvertant claim-jumper, he can ex- 
pect to go home with pack-sack sag- 
ging under the weight of the territory’s 
treasures.

Nearly eight decades after thousands of men rafted their 
home made craft down the Yukon River to the gold rich 
grounds of the Klondike, the modern Yukon visitor can make 
the historic trip in comfort. 

Gold Rush River Tours, a company based in Whitehorse, 
offers seven day trips from Whitehorse to Dawson City, 
down the Yukon river every summer. Using two specially 
constructed riverboats, Goldrush I and Goldrush II, Gol- 
drush River Tours offers weekly departures throughout the 
summer. Parties are limited to eight and the tours are de- 
signed so each nightly stop is close to a historic site along the 
river. 

The boats are fully equipped, and piloted by qualified river 
captains. Meals, sleeping bags, fishing gear, and all the 
other gear needed for the trip are supplied and cooking is 
done by the crew. Camp facilities vary from wooded 
campgrounds to old forts, with hotel accommodation pro- 
vided in Whitehorse and Dawson City. A return bus tour to 
Whitehorse along the Klondike Highway is included at the 
end of the river trip. 

Along the river there are miles of complete wilderness, 
populated only by moose and other wildlife. An ocassional 
abondoned trapper’s cabin or derelict sternwheeler are re- 
minders of a by-gone era.

Totem poles ... glaciers . . . lush 
mountains rising vertically from a sea 
dotted with summer icefloes .. .

And for others, ashore in a small 
coastal town, it’s feeling less a tourist 
than a visitor in someone’s home town. 

There’s a ship, cruise style and fare 
to suit most tastes. Vessels range from 
large liners, carrying up to 800 pas- 
sengers and with a variety of ship- 
board activities, to the more compact 
‘“‘nocket liners” in the 300-passenger 
range where the emphasis is on the 
scenery and relaxation with low-key, 
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informal shipboard life. 

The seven-and-a-half-day itinerary 
runs from Vancouver to Ketchikan, 
Wrangell, Glacier Bay, Skagway, 
Juneau, Tracy Arm and Prince Rupert 
and Alert Bay, B.C.

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Yukon campgrounds 


Yukon’s network of campgrounds 
grew out of the need to reduce fire 
hazards in this thickly-forested coun- 
tryside. Some 30 years ago, the Yukon 
Forest Service began to encourage 
highway travellers to camp in central 
locations. From these efforts, the 
campground system was born. 


Now there are 53 government camp- 
sites and several commercial 
campgrounds (see accommodation 
listings for further details(. 


In 1971 the campground program 
was turned over to the Yukon Depart- 
ment of Highways and Public Works. 
It was transferred to the Tourism and 
Information Branch in 1973 and is now 
handled by the Parks and Historic 
Sites Division of that branch. 

Choice of campsites and rest stops 
has been given careful study. Distance 
between points that will satisfy the 
needs of the traveller; road access; 
safety; and environmental concerns, 
are all factors taken into account be- 
fore a site is established. 

Great care is taken to avoid haras- 

_ sing or disturbing wildlife unnecessar- 
ily through the presence of man or 
machinery. Maintenance and upgrad- 
ing of campgrounds is designed to re- 
flect these concerns. 

To preserve the serenity and con- 
venience of each site and help to make 
camping a pleasure for all, visitors are 
asked to cooperate by not removing 
equipment, facilities or firewood; hav- 
ing open fires; littering the area; dis- 
charging firearms or cutting or 
damaging trees. 

Since most of the campsites are on or 
near lakesides, strict observance to 
public health standards is a prerequis- 
ite to their development. Latrines and 
garbage disposal sites are located at 
least one hundred feet away from any 
body of water. Samples of the water 
supply are frequently and carefully 
monitored. 

Facilities are spacious with privies, 
tables, water supply, enclosed kitchen 
shelters, individual stoves or bar- 
becues and cut firewood supplied. 

Electrical hook-ups and water and 
sewage connections for campers and 
trailers are not provided, although 
there are commercial campsites 
throughout the territory that provide 
these services. 

The campsite at Lake Laberge 
marks the spot of ‘‘The Cremation of 
Sam McGee’”’ made famous in poem 
and legend by Robert Service. 

The Otter Falls campsite is adjacent 
to the scene on the back of the old 
Canadian five dollar bill. 

Marsh Lake, only 25 miles from 


Whitehorse, offers swimming and 
water skiing. Fishing can be enjoyed 
just about anywhere the fisherman 
cares to wet his line. 

Yukon campgrounds extend from 
Watson Lake on the border of British 
Columbia in the south, through to the 
Alaska border in the west, the North- 
west Territories in the east and within 
less than 150 miles from the Arctic Cir- 
cle to the north. 

Territorial campground fees are 
$10.00 for the season or $2.50 per night. 
The maximum stay is 14 nights in any 
one campsite. 

Permits and further information 
may be obtained from tourism infor- 
mation centres, campground atten- 
dants or the Territorial Government 
Building in Whitehorse.

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Fishing in ‘‘the last frontier’ 


Nestled among the spruce forest, north of the wilderness of 
Kluane National Park, on a crystal lake named Tincup, is 
Kluane Wilderness Lodge. Nothing in the area disturbs the 
sound of the wind and the waves lapping the shore as this 
lodge is truly remote - a fly-in fishing haven operated by 
Jack La Fave and his sons, Hal and Warren. 

Mountainsides tower steeply from the lakeshore and some 
of the peaks are snow-clad the year round. The lodge, built of 
local spruce logs, occupies the only flat area - a small delta of 
a mountain stream. 

About 50 yards from the lodge at the stream mouth, 
fishermen can catch colourful and spunky Arctic grayling . . 
. perfect for breakfast. Lake trout can be pulled in from the 
airplane dock or for a trophy-sized trout, one can take a short 
flight to Welsley Lake where fish in the 30-pound class are 
not rare. Welsley also has grayling and big northern pike. 

It was largely through Jack La Fave’s efforts that the 
fisheries and marine service of Environment Canada de- 
clared Welsley a trophy trout lake in which anglers must use 
barbless hooks and may Keep only two lake trout a day - one 
under 20 pounds and one over 20 pounds. 

And the area is rich in wildlife. In the late summer Dall 
sheep descend from the high peaks to graze in the lower 
alpine meadows. Moose and bear are also frequently seen 
by anglers. 

But even in this remote wilderness setting, a good meas- 
ure of comfort is offered the angler. It has all the modern 
conveniences including hot showers and self-generated elec- 
tricity.

A naturalist’s dream 
Kluane National Park 


One of Canada’s newest national parks, Kluane, in her 
undeveloped state, poses proudly in the Yukon’s southwest 
corner daring adventurous visitors to enter her wonderland. 

Glaciers, icefields, Canada’s highest mountains, tundra, 
alpine lakes, marshes, sand dunes, abundant game and fish 
and innumerable flora and fauna all stand prepared to wel- 
come those who venture into this unsettled and untouched 
region of the territory. 

The Park is bordered on the west by the interior of Alaska, 
on the south by the top of the Alaskan panhandle and north- 
western British Columbia, on the east by the Haines Road 
and on the north by a line roughly paralleling the Alaska 
Highway. 


Towering Peaks 


Most prominent in the profile of Kluane National Park are 
the towering mountain peaks. Canada’s highest peak, Mt. 
Logan (19,850 feet), towers over its companions, Mt. St. 
Elias (18,008), Mt. Lucania (17,147), King’s Peak (16,971), 
Mt. Steele (16,644), Mt. Wood (15,885), Mt. Vancouver 
(15,840) and Mt. Hubbard (15,105). 

These prominent pinnacles are dotted and evenly spaced 
throughout the Park in two ranges which run parallel to each 
other in a southeasterly direction. Between them lies a huge 
icefield centrally located on a high level plateau. In the 
alpine valleys are some of the largest and most beautiful SPECTACULAR MT. LOGAN is Canada’s highest peak at 
glaciers in the world. 19,850 feet, towering over its sister peaks in Yukon’s Kluane 

With names like Hubbard, Seward, Steele, Kaskawulsh, National Park. 

Donjek and Logan, the glaciers provide an expanding ice 
cover over more than half of the square mileage of the park. 
Most popular is Steele Glacier which periodically surges at 
such an unusual rate that it has earned the nickname ‘‘Gal- 

_ loping Glacier.’’ Once, in the late 1960s, it moved seven miles 
in a four-month period. 

Mountain climbing is done almost exclusively on a profes- 
sional scale and all mountain climbers are obliged to regis- 
ter with the Warden Service before and after the climb. 
Inexperienced climbers are strongly urged to engage pro- 
fessional guides. 

Kluane National Park has more winter than the rest of the 
Yukon but it is not unreasonable to expect suitable weather 
for camping and recreation between June 15 and September 
15. Winter ski-touring can be done except during extreme 
cold snaps.

Gold Panning 


Gold panning on Burwash Creek may pay off, even for the 
traveller who takes a casual pan or two, as this creek has 
enjoyed the reputation of being the best gold producer in the 
area. 

On July 4, 1903, gold was discovered in the Burwash dis- 
trict by Dawson Charlie and by May of the following year the 
rush was on. The creeks, including Bullion, Sheep, Burwash 
and Arch, were all staked solid. 

Even now the distinctive coarse gold of the Burwash area 
is among the purest found in the Yukon Territory, being 
approximately 87 percent gold and the balance made up of 
other metals; platinum, native copper and native silver. The 
largest nugget found on Burwash weighed in at an impres- 
sive 17 ounces.

Gold... in the Klondike! 


DAWSON CITY, 1898. 


On August 17, 1896, a war whoop and 
a holler shattered the silence of the 
Klondike Valley. 

“Gold!’’ shouted George Washing- 
ton Carmack. 

“Gold,” repeated his two Indian 
companions, Tagish Charlie and 
Skookum Jim. 

Their exclamations echoed through 
the Yukon, across into Alaska and rip- 
pled eventually down into the States by 
way of Seattle where a ship delivered 
the largest shipment of gold dust ever 
handled at the port. Soon the whole 
world was listening, captivated by the 
promise of riches and adventure con- 
tained in that short, powerful cry: 

‘“There’s gold in the Klondike!”’ 

It was a message to lighten the heart 
of a world weary with economic depre- 
ssion. The message fell on ears 
deadened by the din of daily labours: 
on ears numbed by the nagging of 
wives no longer young and desirable; 
on ears which were always cocked to 
the prospect of profit to be fairly, or 
unfairly, gained. They say butchers 
dropped their aprons on the spot: 
druggists ground their last prescrip- 
tions; clerks tallied up their final bill of 
sale, or didn’t tally it, depending on 
how strong the urge was to head for the 
Klondike. 

Meanwhile, men who made a career 
of gold-digging were packing up their 
gold pans in camps scattered across 
Alaska, the Caribou country in British 
Columbia and the western states. The 
Klondike was a magnet drawing min- 
ers, and non-miners from everywhere. 
Few of them suspected that staking 
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KATE, darling of the Klondike. 


along the Klondike creeks was well 
underway before anyone south of 60° 
had ever heard of the place. 

By 1898 the rush was a frenzy. Half 
the fun was getting there - at least 
you’d think it was fun the way the city 
dudes clambered over the Chilkoot 
Pass with no more worry than if it had 
been a pile of sand. Only the most 
faint-hearted were daunted by the 


prospect of lugging the required 2000 
pounds of food and mining supplies 
over the 3,000 foot summit. When they 
reached Bennett Lake, and the chal- 
lenge of building a boat to carry them 
to Dawson, greenhorns and able car- 
penters worked side by side competing 
with whip saws and against time to be 
ready to sail across Bennett as soon as 
the ice was out. 

Down the river in droves they came, 
squealing with fright at the 
Whitehorse Rapids where 150 boats 
were torn by the currents in 1898 alone. 
With a hunger unimaginable they per- 
sisted, on to Dawson, to the Klondike. . 
. to Gold! 

In the early days of the rush the 
Klondike capital was a scraggly set- 
tlement of tents and miners’ shacks, 
but by 1900 Dawson was the largest, 
swankiest and sassiest burg west of 
Winnipeg. Gold dust spilled onto the 
shavings on every bar room floor and 
janitors got rich panning the night’s 
sweepings. Arizona Charlie Meadows 
built the Palace Grand Theatre in a 
style finer than any expected that 
boom town of boasting. There was a 
bar on every corner, and inside men 
wheeled and dealed with claims and 
nuggets freely as though there weren’t 
already enough broken hearts and 
busted bank accounts to tell the tale. 
The ladies of the night were confined to 
Lousetown, a respectable distance 
from the town proper. 

But one lady was welcome any- 
where. She was Klondike Kate, the 
blue-eyed darling of the miners. Her 
red-gold hair and her sweet songs 
stood her in high stead among the 
usual run of dance hal! girls who were 
called, with affectionate disrespect, 
names like Nellie and Pig and the 
Oregon Mare. 

By 1903 over $:’5 million in gold had 
been taken from the richest creeks, 
Eldorado and Bonanza, and from the 
other, less prosperous areas like 
Hunker, Bear and Dominion. Most of 
the gold seekers had left with empty 
pockets; some lay in cold graves along 
the Yukon River and among the coiled 
gravel of the tailings from the sluice 
boxes. A few millionaires reigned 
from mansions in Seattle; the prospec- 
tors who always reamed for gold and 
always would had moved on to new 
finds in Nome 

The Klondike Valley was falling 
back to sleep again after adream, or a 
nightmare, that hadn’t lasted 10 years. 
The rush was over. 
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Dawson City 


If you want to rekindle the blaze of glory that was once the 
Klondike gold rush, where better than in Dawson City, heart 
of the Klondike. 

Historically, Dawson dates back to the gold strike by 
George Washington Carmack and his Indian companions 
Skookum Jim and Tagish Charlie. On August 17, 1896, the 
three found gold in abundant quantities on Bonanza Creek. 

Thousands of pick and shovel miners, storekeepers, 
gamblers, prostitutes, bankers, and teachers swarmed into 
the area from every corner of the continent. They came to 
stake their fortunes, but most were sorely disappvuinted. As 
early as 1897 the gold creeks were staked solid and for the 
majority, the dream of riches never became a reality. Many 
of the adventurers stayed on, however, to settle in with their 
families and become the first permanent citizens of the 
booming gold rush town. 

Today Dawson City very clearly reflects its lively past. It 
is a curious mixture of structures and artifacts from the gold 
rush and modern era. The precarious lean of its architec- 
ture, the quaint false-fronted buildings, the patina of the 
weathered wood all contribute to the charm of Dawson,

which was once heralded as the ‘‘largest city west of Chicago 
and north of San Francisco.”’ It is now Canada’s smallest 
and the most northerly city in the Commonwealth, with a 
population of approximately 800 people. 

Many of the city’s famous landmarks are still standing 
and have been restored. There’s the Palace Grand Theatre, 
a lavish playhouse built originally by Arizona Charlie 
Meadows and recently fully restored by the Canadian gov-

the Redfeather or the Monte Carlo, mute reminders of the 
days when gold rush patrons like Big Alex McDonald or 
Swiftwater Bill Gates downed French champagne at forty

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dollars a pint. ; 

But the boarded, silent buildings and the rusting pieces of 
mining equipment to be found on the nearby creeks do not 
particularly reflect the attitudes of Dawsonites today, as 
Dawson holds more interest for visitors and offers more 
activities than any other town of its type. 

There are several modern hotels and motels, numerous 
cocktail lounges, beer parlors and the only legalized gambl- 
ing in Canada, at Diamond Tooth Gerties. Dawson’s stores 
feature books about the north, gold nugget and ivory 
souvenirs, and locally made gold nugget jewellery. 

There’s rollicking entertainment six nights a week per- 
formed by the Gaslight Follies in the Palace Grand Theatre 
each summer. And there are exciting tours to choose from - 
from river expeditions to a guided tour of the creeks to the 
abandoned No. 4 Dredge, the largest wooden-hull dredge in 
North America. 

But perhaps the best entertainment of all is a leisurely 
stroll along the boardwalk to take in the many sights and 
sounds of the city itself. Or to drive to the summit of the 
famous Midnight Dome where a full perspective of the min- 
ers’ frantic search for gold can be gained. As far as the eye 
can see there are mounds of stacked tailings, the gravel 
dredged and washed in the gold mining operations and piled 
like neat ant hills along the river banks. 

And it’s from this vantage point that one may realize the 
inspiration that prompted Robert Service to write, not only 
about the personalities of the gold rush, but of the land itself; 
of its magnificence and austere beauty. For the visitor, the 
city of Dawson offers all this, and more.

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Highways 


Apart from short stretches of pave- 

ment in and around the major com- 
munities, the road surfaces in Yukon 
Territory are all-weather gravel. 
However, all main routes are well- 
maintained, and the observance of a 
number of recommendations relating 
to vehicle equipping and operating will 
ensure safety and enjoyment. 
- Normal summer driving on Yukon 
highways requires very little in the 
way of special equipment. Strongly 
recommended are plastic headlight 
covers which protect the lights against 
wayward stones along sections of par- 
ticularly loose surface. The wire mesh 
variety is not nearly as effective. 

Windshield protection devices often 
prove to be more of a hindrance than a 
help. Anestimate of the chances of suf- 
fering a damaged windshield enroute 
is obviously impossible and it is the 
personal choice of the individual as to 
whether he feels more comfortable 
with some sort of protection. — 

To residents of Yukon, the admitted 
possibility of losing a windshield is a 
minor consideration, and they unani- 
mously decline any cumbersome pro- 
tection. In any case, the motorist is 
cautioned to ensure that any 
windshield protection contrivance 
does not impair vision. 

Regular service centres are located 
along major routes, and visitors who 
make regular checks on their fuel 
gauges as well as their guide books will 
have no fear of running out of gas. 
Guide books are available in many lo- 
cations throughout the territory, and 
provide the traveller with many in- 
valuable tips for travelling in the 
north.
